Fall ve ry often is the most comfort 
able and Convenient time for r e m a k ­ 
ing the garden, refurbishing th.* per 
■nnial planting, and getting ready for 
next spring. It is altogeth er practical 
to 
divide*^ and replant perenn ials in 
late fall and to set out new plants 
from the nurs eries if one precaution 
is taken —sufficient mulching to he ap 
plied a fter the ground freezes ha rd for 
the first time. The object of the mulch 1 
is to keep the ground frozen. 
With 
this much to 
equalize 
te m p e ra t u re ! 
and prevent too easy and too rapid 
thaw ing and freezing it is safe enough 
to go ahead xvith the tr ansplanting . 
A n u m b e r of th e perennials are ben­ 
efited by frequent division, and fall is 
a good time to do it. T h e Shasta dais- 
ies often die lf not divided every third 
year a t least. 
P y re t h ru m s should al­ 
ways be divided every third y ea r to 
be kept a t their best. 
A few plants 
cannot be divided in the fall, among 
them the g a l l i a r d s 
and

anemones. It is best to leave the lab J 
bloomers until spring for division.
